1 . This Office Action is in response to the Applicants' amendment received on 
06/25/2009. 

Claim Status 

2. Claims 1, 2, 6, 7, 10, 15 and 6 are amended. 

3. Claims 3, 8-9, 1 2, 1 7 and 1 8 are canceled. 

4. Claims 1 , 2, 4-7, 1 0-1 1 and 1 3-1 6 are currently presenting for examination with 
claims 1, 6, 7, 10, 15 and 16 being independent. 

Specification 

5. Applicants' amendments responded to objection of the specification is 
acknowledged. Therefore, objection to the specification is withdrawn. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §101 

6. Applicant's amendments to rejection of claims 1 -9 under 35 U.S.C §101 is 
acknowledged. Therefore, rejection to the claims is withdrawn. 

7. Server is interpreted as a hardware device. 



REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior arts of 
record issued to and issued to do not render obvious, nor anticipate the combination of 
claimed elements including the technique of: an importance change monitoring unit 
for changing said degree of media importance in response to a change indication 
for changing said degree of media importance, and for notifying the change in 
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said degree of media importance to the media selecting unit and characterized in 
that said media selecting unit selects the media data to be delivered based both 
the changed degree of media importance and at least the one of the 
communication capability of the network and the receiving capability of the media 
receiving apparatus, the transmission-data generating unit generates a change 
command for changing the metadata which is generated before said degree of 
media importance is changed based on both the changed degree of media 
importance and at least the one of the communication capability of the network 
and the receiving capability of the media receiving apparatus, and the data 
transmitting unit delivers said change command. 

as recited in claims 1, 6 and 7. Thus, claims 1, 6 and 7 are allowed. Claims 10, 
15 and 16 are also allowed. Dependent claims 2, 4, 5, 11, 13 and 14 are allowed at 
least by their dependencies from claims 1 and 10.
